In response to the revised election of species requirement dated March 7, 2008 issued for 
the referenced application, applicants hereby elects species (2), SEQ ID No. 9 (SKRSRLL) derived 
from human CD28 protein. Applicants note that this sequence is incorrectly referred to in the office 
action as being derived from murine CD28 protein. Claims encompassing the elected species are 
claims 1-4, 6-10, 12 and 15-19.
